account of the disfigurement, the irritation or epilepsy 
produced. Much ingenuity has been expended in the 


one of the most discussed quettlons in surgical science. 
The subject of bone regeneration and transplantation 
does not seem to be absolutely settled. Some one set- 
tles it for a few months and then some one else further 
experiments and upsets the matter. 


Dr. John B. Murphy felt sure that transplanted 


bone could be compacted with other living bone, and 
that there would grow into the canals of the trans- 
planted bone new blood vessels from the bone with 
which it was placed in contact. Other surgeons have 
claimed that this is not so and have tried to prove it, 
and yet there is much to indicate that there is a big 
germ of truth in Dr. Murphy's idea, especially in view 
of the report Dr. W. Wayne Babcock of Philadelphia 
has just made regarding a number of remarkable sur- 
gical operations performed for the purpose of correct- 
ing defects of the skull and face. 


Dr. Babcock says that he has successfully restored 


defective portions in the skull "by embedding under 
the scalp or the skin of the face portions of beef or 
mutton hone removed from the hospital 'soup kettle.' 


"The results are interesting, as they are apparently 


contrary in many experiments," says Dr. Babcock, 
"indicating that alien or devitalized bone introduced 
into the living tissue undergoes absorption or expul- 
sion, and thit such tone does not serve a useful pur- 
pose for the replacement of normal osseous tissue. At 
any rate, we can record the interesting clinical obser- 
vation that large plates of dead foreign bone may show 
no external evidence of absorption or weakening two 
years after implantation under the scalp. It is prob- 
able that the dead bone serves as a scaffold for the 
ingrowth of new firm tissue. 


"A defect of the skull mar be objectionable on 


such as thin plates, often perforated, of silver, gold or 
other metal, have been used. Celluloid, ivory, hard 
rubber, horn, paraffin, cork and other materials have 
been embedded. Plates of sheet mica have been advo- 
cated by Kane. 
Many of these substances are obvi- 


ously undesirable. Silver filigree we found to be of 
insufficient strength, while Lane's plates placed in the 
form of bars across large openings in two instances 
were useful. 
The alien substance may cause such a 


profuse serous secretion in the wound, or tissue irrita- 
tion, as to necessitate removal. Paraffin and cork cer- 
tainly should not be used 
These various substances 


are either laid over the defect or wedged into position, 
fixed by small hooks, which are dropped in drill holes 
placed in the edge of the adjacent bone, or fastened by 
sutures, wires or screws to the skull, the pericranium 
or other tissue. 


"The 'soup hone1 implant has not only the advan- 


tages of convenient accessibility, mobility and suffi- 
cient size, but apparently produces, when embedded, 
little or no irritation of the adjacent tissue, and seems 
to give a strong and perhaps permanent closure. 


"A bone taken from the soup-kettle has the advan- 


tage of having less animal matter than a fresh bone. 
Care must be taken, however, that it has no): been 
rendered too brittle 'oy prolonged boiling. The bcapula, 
on account of its size, thinness and porous medulla, ia 
preferred. 
Such a boiled bone of a sheep or ox is 


selected, rinsed, rebelled for one hour in a large quan- 
tity of water, then removed and placed over night in a 
1:20 solution of phenol (carbolic acid). Previous to 
the operation it is again boiled for a third time for at 
last one-half an hour in plain water. By this time 
most of the animal matter has been removed, the bone

He was 
taken to a hospital in Bonn, Germany, and -a part o£ 
the temporal and frontal bones down to and including 
a part of the right supra-orbital ridge removed. Two 
weeks later paraffin was injected to fill tbs large 
defect.

"Nine years after injury he began having epileptic 


convulsions, at first every three months. The paraffin 
was removed in 1912, in Philadelphia. No relief fol- 
lowed, the convulsions occurring from two or three 
times a week to two or three times daily. The convul- 
sions were preceded by formication in the scar, were 
initiated by retraction of tha head.to the left, and were 
followed by troublesome headaches.

Rees until we are tired of killing them. 
The Sioux will not trouble us if we have 
plenty of powder and ball. 
We know 


that you have 
come to trade with us 


See. the snow is here. Light your lodge- 
fires with the Mandans. Stay here until 
the grass comes once more!" ' 


"We open our ears to what Big White 


has said," 
replied 
Lewis—speaking 


through Jussaume, the Frenchman, who 
soon was added as interpreter 
to the 


party. "We are the children of a Great 
Father In the East, who gives you this 
medal with his picture on it. He sends 
j-ou this coat, this hat of a chief. He 
gives 
you this hatchet, 
this case of 


tobacco 
There are other hatchets and 


more tobacco for your people " 


"What 
Great Father is that?" de- 


manded Big White. "It seems there are 
many Great Fathers In these days' Who 
are you strangers, who come from so 
far?" 


"You yourself shall judge, Big White. 


When the geese fly up the river and the 
grass is green, our great boat here is 
going back down the river. The Great 
Father is curious to know his children, 
the Mandans. If you. Big White, wish to 
go to see him -when the grass is green, 
you shall sit yonder In that boat and go 
all the way with some of mj- men. You 
shall shake his hand. 
AVhen jou come 


back you can tell the storj- to your own 
people. 
Then all the tnbes will cease 


to wage war. Your women once more 
may take .off, their moccasins at night 
when they sleep." 


"It is good," said the Mandan. "Ahaie! 


Come and stay with us until the grass Is 
green, and I will make medicine over 
what you say. We will open our lodges 
to you, and 
will not harm. jou. Our 


j-oung women will carry you corn 'which 
thev- have saved for the winter.

squaws will

further, for the snow and Ice are coming- 
fast. Even the buffalo will be thin, and 
the elk will grow co lean that they will 
not be i^ood to eat.

W« are on our own son now, and we will 
not turn for any order in the world but 
that of the President . of the United 
States!"

That was the word which must go back 
to Montreal, back to London, along the 
trail which ended here at the crossroads 
of the Missouri. 


"The red-headed young man Is not so 


ibad," said one of the white news-bearers 
at the Assiniboine post. "He is willing to 
parley, and he seems disposed to be 
amiable.

American officers, one of A'irginia, the 
other of Kentucky, knew nothing at all. 
But they held council of their own, as 
was their fashion—a council of two, sit- 
ting by their camp-fire; and while others 
talked, they acted.

All through the 
woods they nre cutting down the largest 
trees, and out of the straight logs thev 
are making mois boats more .boats as 
many as there are fins,-,- on one hand 
They have axes that c.iNt much larcrfr 
chips than a.nv- we over «nw 
We fear 


these men, because thpy do not fear us 
AVe do not know v,hat to think They aro 
men who never sleep. Before the sun is 
up we find them writing or making" largo 
chips with their axes, or hunting in tho 
woods—not a day coesjiv that their hunt- 
«rs do not bring m elk and deer and 
buffalo 
They do not fear us.

New York Cltj, William Q Judge, her 
colleague and successor, being co- 
founder -with her of the society. Yet 
ever since its foundation, this work 
has aroused the opposition of bigoted 
religious prejudice and sectarianism, 
for which the reason is not far to 
seek 
The original name of the soci- 


ety was "The Theosophical Society and 
Unhersal Brotherhood," and the pur- 
pose was to lav a foundation for uni- 
versal brotherhood throughout the 
•world (with its inevitable corollary, 
international peace), bv bringing the 
attention of the -world, then drifting 
Into materialism and unrest, to very 
ancient teachings -which threw a new 
light upon problems of man's oiisin, 
nature, destiny and his true position 
In life 


These teachings w ere, in fact, part of 


the once Universal Wisdom-Religion 
of Antiquity, from which all the dif- 
ferent world-religion? of today took 
their rise, and whose sublime moral 
precepts may be found in all, if one 
Will look for them in the ancient world 
scripture. 
In the very nature of 


things, therefore, this work could not 
be sectarian in any sense, for Theo-

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INSIDE STORY OF LOSS OF THE 
WESTERN 
ARMY CAXTOSMEXT 


MANY CASUALTIES INJTHE . 
STRIKE AND NO BSD-'IN SIGHT 


AN FBAXCISCO, Sept. {5.— 
There are uiauy angles to the 
Cauip Fremont imbroglio. The 
story of how this great mobili- 
zation camp came to be aban- 
doned before its construction 
had been completed, but after 
the government had expended 
§400.000 upon it, can best be 
told by starting at the incep- 


tion of the location of a camp at Palo Alto. There 
were other sites urged. One of these that had a good 
(leai oi iiiii ueuce bc'Liuu ii Hit-* liie ,>'>j<m» Y,,tn,-^ .1..IO- 
age. The government had appropriated §5.000,000 for 
the purchase of sites, and there might have been an 
idea that some of this appropriation could be pulled 
toward the defunct Solauo project, which, though dead 
as a colonizing concern, still entailed obligations on 
some individuals who had sponsored it. If such obli- 
gations could be switched through the purchase by the 
government of a large acreage it would be a good 
stroke. 
But the army officers were opposed to the 


Solano site. Besides, the government found that it did 
not have to purchase siies. They were offered in such 
numbers that the embarrassment for the most part 
was to decide which to accept. This is true ot all e"c- 
cept the Camp Fremont site. The officers in charge 
here expressed themselves favorable to the Palo AUo 
location. 
It was intimated that this site AvouJd be 


acceptable. 
The matter was got up to the" Stanford 


University authorities, and the outcome was the oifer 
of the use of land for a cantonment. There were some 
tenants who had to be dispossessed, and to effect this 
a citizen1*" committee pledged a hundred thousand dol- 
lars. This committee and the mayor Avent ahead with 
the matter, and the mayor delegated his authority to 
Clerk Dunnigan, of the Board of Supervisors.

military authorities planned to sewer the camp by the 
latrine method. Enter Timothy Hopkins upon the 
scene with a vigorous dissent.

Another Story 


That is the surface story of the abandonment of 


Camp Fremont.

The information 
is that this greatly annoyed the President. He wag 
not in a mood to listen to plaints or protests from the 
Senator's city; and when the threat of the State Board 
of Health was reported, and it was proposed to aban- 
don the project to establish a big encampment in the 
immediate vicinity of San Francisco, there Mas no 
executive interdiction of the proposition, and all pro- 
tests fell upon deaf ears. Thoseveral reversals of the 
government intent that have been reported resulted no 
doubt from the tremendous pressure that was brought

Also to make it appear that the cantonment \vould be 
used somehow sometime: but the soldiers who were 
to foregather at Camp Fremont are on their way to 
North Carolina. The despatches that hold out hope 
are mostly sent by Clerk Dunnignn, A\ho. having got 
matters in such a fine muddle. Avas sent to "Washing- 
ton as the mayor'* representative, at the ciu's ex- 
pense, to get them out again.

ever, that The action of ilu> Federal authorities was 
not \\arranted by any tontroversy that arose. 
The 


appearance is that (hose v.lio aie in power in such 
matters at "Washington were laying for a reason to 
sidetrack Camp Fremont. They seemed to bave dis- 
covered, rather late in the flay, that the c.nup here was 
not strictly necessary: that at ieast ii cuuid be uono 
without, and that if the tiausfer of soldiers intended 
for it to North Carolina cantonment was effected, it 
would be administering a concctive to an offending 
Senator, besides greatly pleading a constituency in a 
favored part of the country, Realty, if the squabble 
over sewerage had ,iot e\emuated—which after all was 
inconsequential—some other reason would have been 
brought forward to justify the change. 
Alarm of Terpsichoreans 


Revivalist Sunday impends. When he will come is 


as yet a matter of i!ie uncertain future. He is now in 
Los Angeles, and the magnitude of the job there is the 
reason of the uncertainly of his arrival here. All of 
which is preliminary to an account of the perturbation 
of a large contingent that doe.-, nol consider itself very 


wicked, yet realizes that it is likely to come under the 
bau aud suffer when the emphatic revivalist hits the 
trail of sin here. It is understood that dancing will 
be considered one of the city's deadliest offenses in 
the sight of heaven, and that an onslaught will be 
made against it. Not alone the roysterous dancing 
that is practiced in off-color places, but that which is 
indulged in by folk at' such famous centers as the 
Palace and St. Francis Hotels. Dances at these and 
kindred places have grown to be very considerable 
functions, affording much pleasure to the participants 
and revenue to the hosts. Dances have already beeu 
limite&as to the small hours in the interest of morals, 
and now it is feared that they may be interdicted alto- 
gether hi j»u'olL places when Sunday-gets the pcoplo 
stirred up to a proper appreciation of the enormity of 
the indulgence. 
Interesting Rumor 


I have some way-down information that is interest- 


ing at this juncture. That is that a covert effort is 
being made to pry Manager Cashin out of the super- 
inteudency of the municipal railway lines. Ever since 
the city went into the railway business he has been 
the directing head of affairs. A good many who were 
opposed to the municipality getting busy in this direc- 
tion have become reconciled to it because of the 
smoothness with which this department has been run 
and the general efficiency that has been shown. It has 
become evident that the effort is being made to operate 
the city's lines on real traffic principles, which was 
believed to be impossible in a municipally-owned 
utility. That seems to be really what is the matter. 
The manager is too exacting with the men. He insists 
on things being done with reference to the service. 
Perhaps, seeing the latitude that municipal employees 
in other branches of the city government enjoy, they 
are becoming restive and are inclined to resent being 
held too strictly to the work in hand. Then, too, 
Cashin has not been over-enthusiastic as to some 
projects and extensions that liave apparently been 
urged more for political reasons than an abstract 
desire to provide the city with a needed amplification 
of its street car service. This, at least, may be a 
reason for not restraining any movement that is under 
way to undermine the superintendent. 
Irritation at the City Hall 


Out at the cijty hall they are biting their thumbs at 


one another. The process is incidental to the scramble 
that is on for the fifteen offices to be bestowed by 
election, and the thousands that go by appointment. 
Some of those whose scramble will not take place fcr 
a couple of years seem to be on the nerves of those who 
irr> n'nrrvino1 tli?<! vpar. and who arp straining1 noints 
to gain advantage with the voter. The Power-Rolph 
fuss was along this line. And it had ramifications. 
Gallagher and Power had beeu aligned on more than 
one occasion, but Gallagher did not take a hand in. 
Power's fight for the temporary job of the mayor's 
understudy when he finally gets around to that trip 
East. The very latest controversy was between the 
auditor and Supervisor Gallagher. Some account of 
it was given, but inadequately. The sheriff needed 
an automobile. There was not money enough to pay 
for it in the sheriff's contingent, or whatever fund it 
would naturally have been drawn from, an'd so a part' 
was drawn from another fund. One bill was put in 
for $1»00 and one for $625 for exactly the same num- 
bered vehicle. That they were demands on different 
funds attracted the attention of the auditor. The au- 
tomobile dealer came for his money with that prompt- 
ness that all dealers are apt to exemplify when their 
customer is a municipality and the auditor explained. 
The dealer at once sought Gallagher, who came forth- 
with and descended upon the auditor's office to "fix 
if while the dealer waited. The method in which he 
went about fixing it did not make a hit with the au- 
ditor, and the upshot of it was that the auditor or- 
dered the supeiTisor out of his office. Amenities were 
revived before the Board of Supervisors, but the out- 
come did not make any change in the certainty of the 
auditor's poAvers. 
Restaurant Help Scarce 


At the time that Charles E. Hughes, the Eepublican 


candidate, A\as here a little more than a year ago, it 
A\ill be remembered that there was great unrest among 
Avaiters and restaurant help. A general strike was on, 
which was emphasized in a Avalk-out of the waiters at 
the- Merchants' Club an hour before a lunch was to be 
eaten in honor of the distinguished guest. That strike 
and the disorders that characterized it had much to do 
with the referendum that follo\ved, which read an ordi- 
nance into the municipal statutes against picketing. 
There Avas a distinct victory gained by restaurant men 
at that time; but now it is Oifferent. Help is so scarce 
that they are glad to get it on almost any condition. 
The Restaurant Association has adopted a new sched- 
ule that advances wages in tome cas,e& 100 per cent. 
The extreme increase applies to chefs. These are be- 
coming rare on account of so many of them being of 
nationalities that are in the war, and either being sum- 
moned to the colors or impelled there by patriotic im- 
pulses. The minimum wage for chefs has been fixed 
at £25 per week, but it you could tell a restaurant or 
hotel proprietor were he could hire one at that figure 
ihore Avould be fatalities in the rush to sign him up. 
The minimum for second cooks is £22.50 per week, and 
tln-.v aie somewhat easier on the market. Fry and 
broiler cooks are to get not less than §21. Waiters are 
to get *2 and to §2.uO a day, "the latter in popular- 
price houses Avhere no extra inducements arc obtained.'' 
Extra inducements is quite readily translated into 
"tips." Kven pot vrashers seem to haA 
-e gone oil to the 


firing line or somewhere—they are to be coaxed into 


service by an offer of $11 a week, and bus boys are to 
get $37.50 a mouth. The disclosures in this connection 
are to the effect that the stated wage of waiters and 
those who perform at the front of the house, in higher 
class establishments, is lower than that in popular 
places. The tip is more to be reckoned on; and there is 
general knowledge as to how that has come to be a 
regular part of the expense of eating. 
Free Lunches Doomed 


With the disappearance of the free lunch counter 


there will vanish one ot the most distinctive institu- 
tions of San Francisco. Other cities may have' adopted 
the free lunch plan, but only after a fashion. This 
Jeaiure of cafe liie giu\\ lo ha gic-aic-st pem-cdou 
here. Perhaps the free lunch attained its greatest 
glory at the old Hoffman bar at Market and Second 
streets before the fire. Nothing quite as elaborate in 
the way of a free spread was ever maintained else- 
where. But the cafe—formerly the saloon—is feeling 
the pressure, and is jettisoning weight to save itself. 
The decision came from the wholesale dealers, which 
had been in late years so much in the habit of carry- 
ing the retailer. That practice has been largely given 
up, and the rigidity of the times has brought about a 
closer calculation in the business. Withal, the aboli- 
tion of the free lunch is not coming about through 
the mutual agreement of cafe proprietors. It is to 
be ma'de compulsory by ordinance. If left to individual 
decision some proprietors Avould see it to their ad- 


_vautage to continue in the old way, Avhich \vould 


differentiate against those who abandoned the time- 
honored custom. So the Board of Supervisors is to 
be petitioned to abolish the free lunch counter by 
ordinance. 
How the War Upsets Things 


The clubs have been hit hard bA the new ordeif of 


things. It has been related how the military enlist- 
ments, many of whom were civilian members of club5;,' 
but who were absolved from dues upon entering the 
army, pulled down the revenues. But this is not all. 
The inhibition of bar privileges to a man in uniform - 
cuts deeper A et. The class that has gone into the army 
is- the very class that would patronize a club's most 
profitable feature, the one that promotes conviviality, 
and all this has been summarily stopped and the 
revenues are reduced a surprising extent. One of the 
clubs has been figuring on new quarters, but may not 
just at present take the decided step that it had about 
decided on. For one thing, the cost of building has 
advanced so spectacularly that offers to erect build- 
ings are not as numerous as they were, and for 
another, it is not exactly certain what the future has

Most Snu Franciscans know of Chris Buckley. 


Tl.ose who were here in the days when he played such 
an important part in political affairs have con- 
temporary knowledge, and those who since came upoii 
the MCiie liave the knowledge through stories and 
traditions. When it is remembered that Buckley 


flourished a quarter of' a centtiry ago, and was not a 
very young man then, it will be understood that 
he is Avell along today. Indeed, there may be a cpn- 
siderable belief that he has gone on, so seldom is 
his name UOAV mentioned in the news columns. But 
that is not the case at all. He comes^ downtown every 
day to his office in the Foxcroft building, there trans- 
acting'the business necessitated by his considerable 
interests, meeting his friends and talking over old 
times. Occasionally something gets into print that 
causes a hark back, or a question is raised as to.some 
man or some action in the long ago. As ,*LuuI<l be 
expected, Buckley is a compendium of information, 
and the arbiter of all questions raised as to just how 
it Y.T.S politically in his df.y. He was locked upon at 
the time as the personification ot all that was unlovely 
in the political boss; but San Francisco has since had 
experiences which greatly ameliorate the memory of 
those Avhich it went through when Buckley ruled the 
town. 
Street Car Strike -• 


The hope was that laying off the United Railroads' 


cars and interdicting the parade on Labor Day would 
go some distance in settling the street car strike, and 
this hope Avas strengthened when, on the day follow? 
ing, the cars were started iu almost normal numbers 
and permitted to run without serious opposition; but 
the day following the troubles recommenced and there 
is no certainty UOAV when the disorders Avill end. The 
police are making a> considerable show of their ettorts 
to preserve the peace, but unfortunately they do not 
seem equal to it. The committee of citizens repre- 
senting some twenty civic organizations which called 
upon the Police Commission and pointedly discussed 
the question of maintaining order, _ thought they 
accomplished something, but it begins to look as 
though they merely marched up the hill and then 
marched down again. Merchants' and shopkeepers are 
complaining bitterly. The stores, cafes and places^of 
amusement have felt the interruption in urban travel 
very decidedly. Men in different lines of business 


- may not agree as to the volume of loss, but all agree 
that it has been v ery considerable. The disorders were ' 
confined to the districts south of Market street in 
the earlier days of the strike, but now they are re- 
ported from the north side. Armored cars have been 
put on the San Mateo line. These run through the 
Mission, which is particularly hostile to the United 
Kailroads, and the cars have been enveloped in a 
strong wire netting, equal to the shedding of nuts 
and bolts, Avhich have come inte-favor as missiles for 
those who seek to put the street car service out of 
commission. The armor is ingeniously applied, a mere

ing and alighting. It is even arranged so the trolley 
rope may be manipulated from a safe position inside,., 
the car. Passengers are thus protected—and it id 
really remarkable that so many brave the dangers 
and seek transportation on cars thus threatened. 
Also it is remarkable that after the many violences— 
l:;3 victims had been taken to the hospital because 
of street car assau'ts up to Monday night—that men 
could be so readily found to man the cars in such 
emergencies. A man who stood idly inspecting the 
cars thus aimored last Tuesday observed- that he had 
seen nothing like it since he left Mexico. It looks 
now very much as though the contest had shifted in 
character from a strict labor conflict to one with 
political aspects. If the mayor does not win out his 
prestige will sufier in t'be quarter whence he expects '_ 
to draw votes.

Garbage Men Complain 


One of the strange results of the H. C. L. is the crimp 


it has put in the garbage gathering business. Things 
were going on swimmingly with the man with the evil- 
smelling cart until 'this practice of skimping the refuse 
came into vogue. 
Before that the garbage man 


blithely pursued his way and generally hummed a 
tune. But now he finds his'gleanings cut down some 
twenty-five per cent.' That means that he must extend 
his effort one-fourth to achieve the same results, and 
that some of the retrievable articles in his loads are 
scarcer tlir.n they v*ed tn bo. One of these- formerly 
consisted of old newspapers and all kinds of paper 
scrap. Since this has a distinct value now, none finds 
its way into garbage. Greater care is employed in 
other directions and very little of value is found to 
eke out the income of the garbage man. There is some 
relief at the reduction works, but that is not to the 
advantage of the garbage collector. The collections, 
which were beginning to equal the capacity of the re- 
duction works, now ease up the strain on the furnaces. 
The problem, what shall be done when the old 
works do prove inadequate, has not yet been solved. 
The new works on Army street proved a failure, yet 
the city in a recent suit was adjudged liable to for the 
cost of the same, amounting to some §150,000. 
Stimulus to Wheat Planting 


One of the results of fixing a price of §2.20 a bushel 


for wheat by the United States government is 
to direct attention anew to wheat raising. Extensive 
calculation is being made as to planting that cereal 
for 1918. The great fields of California that furnished 
such an appreciable part of the world's bread in former 


A ears may again figure in that respect. The fact that 
there is to be a fixed maximum price enables those 
who can get control of land aiea& to make definite 
calculation, for at $2.20 a bushel money can be made 
with almost any kind of a season. Still, there are con- 
ditions to be reckoned with. There is likely to be a 
scarcity of help, and wages will be high. All kinds of 
(supplies will cost a good deal more than in normal 
times.

GARDEN REAL PART OF 
THE HOME IN JAPAN. 


There i-s no country where the garden 


Is so Intimate u part of the homo life as 
Japan. 
The garden Is to the Japanese 


almost a shrine. Ho enters Into Its con- 
struction 
with an air of the greatest 


seriousness and gives to it hla best hours. 
One man may devote half of his life to 
a garden to get It Just the way he wants 
It. Tho religious origin of tho Japanese 
landscaping system may have had some- 
thing to do with this earnestness. Tho 
garden plan was really of Chinese and 
Korean origin, taken thence to Japan In 
the sixth century and for some time 
afterwards attached only to the Buddhist 
missions. 
Up to tho thirteenth century 


thero proceeded a long development In the 
harmonizing of palace and gardens and 
the Introducing of bildges and many of 
the conventional ornaments that now ore 
used. In the next two centuries tho Zen 
priests established and gave a vogue to 
the cha no yu, about which many of the 
landscaping Ideas found a nucleus. Sfen- 
no-Klklu, who designed tho still wonder, 
ful Hldeyoshl gardens at Fushlml, TCnshlu 
and other prlusts of the fourteenth cen- 
tury established tho immutable laws by 
which the classical gardens sLltl are gov- 
erned. Issa Tanlmura, ono of Japan's 
leading horticulturists, has expressed the 
Japanese Idea of the garden In these in- 
teresting terms: 


"No matter what nobility owns a gar- 


den, thousands of modest cottagers aro 
now and then permitted to peep In and 
to present tholr opinions, and such op- 
portunity has gradually led them to pro- 
vide 
lovely little gardens about their 


dwellings at virtually no cost or no bur- 
den. It Is tolrt that this gentle art .still la 
largely kept a cloac secret of craftsmen 
and has 
scar< ely been put into books. 


Nevertheless, tho soul of the household ia 
conveyed into every garden, to open tho 
flowers and ijrow the trees, and not 
merely the skill of some hired gardener. 
Upon the prim Iples laid down some cen- 
turies ago tho sweet flowers enlighten 
tho harmony of the family, the vigorous 
shrubs gl\e a 
fooling that they have 


grown tiiuro in tho course of the years 
and so they all convey to the house a 
ciulet air 
of being long married or a 


mother of growing children. This Is the 
real sentiment of tho Japanese, who can 
hardly live a day without a garden." 
- 


When wo come to consider tho trans- 


lation of Jnpaneso gardens to our native 
soil, two possibilities are open to us. Wo 
may conceive, on tho one hand, of copy- 
Ing those captivating spots with literal 
truth, even using tho Imported Oriental 
flora emplovcd In original settings and 
securing such other features as we may 
from tholr sources. On tho other hand, 
the plan of the Japanese garden may bo 
borrowed \\ltliout Its details; we may ar- 
range our gardens to picture our native 
scenery and uso our own trees and shrubs 
to cai ry out tho effect. The Idea llfrolf Is 
sound. 
Wo aru accustomed to painting 


landscapes and sketching thorn and doing 
them In pastels, and, more than other- 
wise, photographing thorn. Rut the very 
maleilals out of which they are made, 
trees and shrubs, stones and water, linvo 
never occuricd to us as u fit medium for 
their roptoduclion. 
Duron Suycmntsti of 


Tokyo wiolB in a recent volume, to which 
he contributed, a paragraph which calls 
our attention \lvldly to the oversight: 


"When the Occidentals plant flowers," 


ho declared, "they make tho beds In tho 
shapo of a square or triangle, as geo- 
metrically as though designing a carpet. 
They seem to have no Idea of finding 
regularity hi Irtegularlty, or, rather, har- 
mony In differentiation. It Is almost In- 
comprehensible to mo that in tho case of 
Europeans, who uro fond of hanging in 
their roomt< landscape pictures and of 
traveling In mountainous regions, running 
after beautiful scenes and landscapes of 
different types, It should never have en- 
tered their minds Ui apply to their gar- 
dens the same idea." 
, ' 
Possibly through the continued repre- 


sentation of the Japanese motif In Japan- 
eso materials, tho basic Idea of tho 
Japanese gf rden will got abroad In this 
country. For assuredly the reproductions 
of Japanese gardens, with such adherence 
to tho classic Ideas as tho landscapors 
can achieve, arc becoming more and more 
common with us, most obviously so on 
tho Pacific Coost. When the Japanese 
garden that now graces Golden Gate Park 
In San Francisco was built as a feature 
of the Mldwlntar Exposition of 1893 It 
commanded widespread attention chiefly 
because It was almost unique in the 
United States. To day It has innumerable 
competitors, though none, perhapo, that 
approaches It In completeness and beauty. 
It was designed and made by M. Nagi- 
wara and hla family and, with the ma- 
terials in hand, they kept as close to the 
Japanese classical example as poMfJbte, 
Tho difference in materials explains the 


greater freedom and less conventionality 
that mark U. After the exposition It was 
included In Golden Gata Park, and ladt 
yoar was cxti tided and partly remade. 
Most of tho pines that nre now found 
In It are about forty years of ago. Most 
of those rotalnod woro materially altered 
In appearance. Another recent local re- 
production of Nipponese originals was the 
gardens of; tin Japanese exhibit at tho 
Panama-Pacific Exposition. 
This beau-

tlful creation was 
the work of Izawa 


Ilannosuke and In conception and execu- 
tion was admit able. 
SECURING STOCK TO 
MAKE THE GARDEN. 


The Japanese habit of dwarfing trees, 


to get small enough specimens to assist 
In perspective tho Illusion of distance, 
involves such (odious application and so 
great technical knowledge that few In 
this country will attempt it. It Is hardly 
transmissible 
other 
than 
by example. 


The chief underlying principle Is euch 
confinement of tho roots as will chec* 
growth, so thai a pino which would nat- 
urally grow to 80 or 100 feet In height 
Is kept to Uire<- or four feet. The firm- 
ness of tho soil o\cr tho roots, the man- 
ner of watcrln;,' and artificial fertilizing 
are other details of 
the 
process. 
In 


pruning such ti aes as pines the Japanese 
will remove tho leading shoot of each 
branch and many of the side ones, giving 
the branch an entirely different direction, 
sometimes oven at right angles to the 
growth It made the previous, year. Often 
he Will carry one long branch year by 
year over a lalce or stream or about a 
garden gate, trimming away all other 
branches as thoy appear. 
Ho does not 


recognlno tho supposed need of planting 
a tree upright, :md If It suits him better 
to Incline It an anglo of 50 degrees over 
the margin of o lake he will do so with- 
out the least hesitation. 


Such trees, many of them Imported, 


but a largo number trained by growers 
right hero In California, aro available at 
tho Japanese nurseries. 
Some few of 


our own nursei lea keep a limited supply 
of them, but nol many. Tho price ranges 
qulto n. bit higher than young trees of 
the same variety, naturally, as Infinite 
work is Involved in the correct training 
of tho most pleasing "bonsai," or ai tistlo 
plant. 
It Is not Imperative that the local 


householder, who chooses the .Japanese 
model 
for at 
least a portion of his 


grounds, buy those trees, since so many 
of our own trees and Imports almost as 
common as our own approximate the 
Japanese 
flora 
sufficiently 
closely 
to 


serve the purpose. If the landscaper de- 
sires to make his garden eminently veri- 
similar, however, ho can hardly avoid in- 
dulging In at leaat n few of them, but 
oven then ho mav mingle the home-grown 
sorts with the others. The following Is a 
suggestive list of such commoner trees 
with their ordinary height at maturity:

Of tho Japanese trees and shrubs that 


nre commonly on the market In this coun- 
try may bo mentioned 
tho following: 


Japanese cedar, ''ypress, euonymus, hem- 
lock spruce, hon< vsuckle, hydrangea, ma- 
honla, kerria, olc istor, podocarpus, purple 
oak, ciiflnco In many varieties and colors 
of flowers, silver fir, sophora and vibur- 
num. 
As was pointed out last week, 


flowers do not enter Intentionally Into 
the Japanese gaiden scheme except In a 
limited way, bill there' are many trees 
and shrubs, ns well us climbers, that nre 
commonly grown and that furnish flowers 
at various seasons of the year. 
Among 


these may he mentioned tho following, all 
easily to be sei tired at our ifurserles: 
Iris Kaompfcrl, jiacony, azalea, wistaria, 
lotus, convolvulus and 
chrysanthemum, 


flowering plum, peach, cherry, magnolia 
and camellia. In the preceding flower list 
the only flowers really considered a part 
of the garden dt sign are tho Iris, lotus 
and wistaria. 


REP SPIDER. 


The bean grower should be on the 
alert to control the ravages of the 


'"Vred spider." 
Such ia the warning 
•cUrtded by th«i University of Cali- 
fornia, and full directions as to how 
to detect the pent and how to control 
.it by the sulphuring are given in a • 
bulletin on "Insect and Other En«- 
niloa of Beans," written by B. R. de 
On* and Just issued by the University 
and obtainable free by writing to the 
college of Agrrt< ulture at 'Berkeley. 
' The "red «pi<ler",l> 00 called be- 
cause it ia neither a aplder nor red. 


The species that attacks beans la 
really 
a 
plant mite and yellowish 
green in color. It Is particularly dan- 
gerous to plants because it feefla on 
the cholorophyll of the leaf, which 
robs the plant of the power to manu- 
facture 
starch 
and 
thus to grow. 
The "red spider" can, therefore, in- 
jure the plant seriously in n very few 
clays, while insects such as aphids, 
that feed princpally on the sap, do 
not usually cause such severe dam- 
age.The first leaves atthcked are those 
next 
to 
tho 
ground, but the "red 
spider" soon spreads, over the plant 
and onco thoroughly established Is 
extremely difficult 
to 
check. 
The 
"red spider" Is only just visible to the 
naked eye, but the fine web spun on 
the under side of tho leaf is a good 
Indication of its presence. 
Sulphur 
should be so applied that there will 
be a thin dusting of it on the under 
side of every leaf. 
Sulphur is ef- 
fective only when the temperature la 
70 degrees Fahrenheit or higher, and 
if the temnernture is over a hundred 
It may possibly do harm to the tender 
foliage. 
' 
Other Insects for which the bean 
grower should be on tho lookout this 
year aro bean thrips, which may bo 
controlled by spraying with n tobacco 
extract combined with soap, but it 
is only seldom that contiol measures 
are necessary against bean thrips if 
the pl-int is in a thriving1 condition; 
boetles, which are difficult to poison, 
but which may by tho use of Dor- 
doatix mixtures 
often bo prevented 
from woiUIng on a plant for enough 
days to give the plant an opportunity 
to recover from 
their 
attack; and 
wire worms, which frequently attack 
young beans. Practically nothing can 
be done to control wire worms, ex- 
cept to avoid planting crops such as 
potatoes and beans on land known to 
be 
infested 
with 
thorn. 
At least, 
planting of those crops on such lundb 
should be postponed to as lute a time 
in tho summer ns possible,

"The Warriors" offers us at one and 
the same time an inconsequential de- 
bauch of a fertile but Incoherent 
imagination and a wealth of tone 
color that appears to mark a new high 
record in the contemporary concert 
hall. The fact that it has been writ- 
ten by the composer of "Shepherd's 
Hey," "Mock Morlrs" or "Molly on tha 
Shore" must not prejudice us against 
accepting it as one of the most Im- 
portant symphonlo compositions of 
recent years.

"Sonia," Story of World Changed by War, is Marked by Masterful 
Character Delineation 


'SONIA" BY 
STEPHENMcKENNA 


,TEPHEN McKENNA, work- 


Ing on his novel "Sonia," 
must have been surprised a 
few months ago, when the 
"Changing- Winds" 
of St. 


John- Irvine made Us ap- 


pearance. 
One may imagine that he 


was tempted t o tear up his proof 
sheets and give up. a great work in 
which he must have been engaged for 
more than a twelve-month', 'for, at first 
sight, It would appear that Irvine had 
written what, McKenna has set out 


• for his task. There have seldom been 


two books nearer alike. 


Each of these writers has written 


a long arid serious 
novel of the 


changed England. They -have . taken 
for their characters groups of young 
Englishmen, in college before the 
war, and through these men have re- 
flected the thought on the .Island and 
Its changes as the outbreak of hostill- • 
ties approached. Then they have at- 
tempted to show the emergence of a 


"new 
philosophy, almost a new race, 


and to speculate a bit aa to what will 
come with peace. In each' book there 
Is a circle of varied types of English-. 
men, all of the "upper"'' class, and an 
Irishman. Each 
circle goes 
from , 


careless school days into the mold 
of war, 


The slmilarltiy does not depart with 


the theme .and purpose, it remains in 
the .treatment. 
It must be remem- 


bered that McKenna was writing his 
book beforji Irvine's was published 
and that the two were laboring on 
identical .tasks at almost the same 
time. It is difficult to say which has 
done hla work the better and easy 
to .recognize that both are, distinctly, 
among the nqvels of the year. 


McKenna's Irish hero is a romantic, 


adventurous, high-strung lad, ' to be 
loved and to be 'feared, while Irvine's 
was a sensitive, bashful chap. 
In 


"Sonia" the group Is Introduced be- 
fore the Boer war, and there are 
chapters of -prep school days almost 
as fascinating as "Tom Brown." Prom 
Melton to Oxford go O'Rane, Lorlng 
and Oaklelgh, and out- of Oxford into 
the world. Oaklelgh goes into par- 
liament, while O'Rane Is off to Mex- 
ico to make hla fortune. The. reader 
Is given a picture of the questions 
that perplex legislative England, the 
dozens of 'political groups,' and the 
amazing manner in -which situations 
are-' 'faced: 
In his criticisms of of-

In dozens of 
ways, and Is no m"re than a shallow 
and spoiled beauty. 
In the last few 


months before the declaration, when 
all of Britain was having Its wild 
fling, Sonia's seemi-ng joy was at ita 
height. • The staid element, now In the 
minority, gasped vith incredulity at 
the change In the times; the year of 
carnival had come. And then, just as 
another call was sounded at a famous 
ball before Waterloo, came the word 
of the war. 
England was made over 
almost m a-night. Says McKenna:

fight—and the history of the war has 
shown no endurance to equal the re- 
treat from Mona.

Tho. least 
military race In. tho' world called an 
army of millions Into existence; and, 
while the Germans were being flung 
back from., the Miirne, our women 
had to make shirts lor the new troops, 
and our colonels -advertised In 'The* 


Times' for field glasses to serve out 
to their subalterns. liberty and dis- 
cipline were noc yet reconciled." 


Of course, the war changes Sonia,

That he Is 
one .who writes for his art's 
sake, knowing well that his words are 
for no large circle will, be recognised 
by those who have read hie unpleas- 
ant and fascinating "The Wonder," 
that psychological study of a gro- 
tesque and abnormal boy. There IB 
left the impression that a man of tal- 
ent has written what ho wished to 
write, has amused himself by putting 
together a word picture as one would 
Piece the jifr-naw puzxlus of a few 
years past, and those who sit with 
him through the processes arc made 
to iike the result. 


Now Beresford has written a novel 


that IB-better than "The Wonder,1' and 
better than "TheBe Lynnekers" and 
one In which he shows in its full news 
the powers of soul and mind analysis' 
that were his In hla "Early History ot 
Jacob Stahl." 
"House-Mutes"' is a 


story of a' house, a world within four 
walls, a. powerfully condensed und an 
intense study of a small group of 
persons. 


Written in the first pornon tho 


story Is one of a sensitive young ar- 
chitect, of hln meeting with the world, 
and with a few men and' women. A* 
an example of Introspective writing 
It is one destined to stand out almost 
alone. It is as frank and a little moro^ 
painstaking of detail than "Mcnd«e" 
and infinitely more healthy. Writing 
as if he were concerned only to pre- 
sent, fairly, young Wilfred Hornby's 
motives und thought processes as if, 
perhaps, to rectify a mistaken Iniprew- 
slon, Beresfonl sets forth the slory of 
a boy through adolescence, into man- 
hood, through Hevenil lovo affairs and 
into a happily married state.

Js much to bring back events, or 
thoughts at least, In any man's Ufa 
thoughts that have been never ex- 
pressed, und the wonder IH that a man 
can remember so much of the mind 
tumults of his youth.

Under the

Air. Kawak.iml has investigated the 


friendship which the United States Is 
now expressing, and which it has 
with more 01 less fotce and unani- 
mitj, expressed in the past. As a re- 
sult ho has produced an argumenta- 
tive and historical work that should 
bo widely rend. 
He shows how the 


friendship of the two nations has 
been Impaired and takes up, pains- 
takingly and ut length tho alleged 
caui-es of the disagreements! thai ho 
mas show ho>v unreal they aie. This 
rtecl iratlon, for Instance, i.s a part ot 
his answer to .1 complaint we have all 
hcuul voiced: 


"The so-cnllcd Japanese peril in 


t'alliornla Is n myth-something which 
nev< r really existed. A little figuring 
will show thul the Japanese in Cali- 
fornia own only one acre out of every 
8,000 acres in the state. Their total 
holdings of all -sorts, including the 
temporary le ises, 
constitute about 


one acre out «f every 8,400. This es- 
timated propoition snay be somewhat 
smaller than the actu il propoition, 
for the total icreagc of the state in- 
t'lmles untlllai'lc lands. 
But making 


<luo allowance lor this fuct, and re- 
membering th.U the 101,R20,000 acres 
not owned or leased by the Japanese 
are In tho htinds of about 2,500,000 
Ann ricans 01 Kuiopean immigrants 


who are increasing at the rate of 
about 60 percent in u decade, It is 
hard to see how such small holdings 
of the Japanese should constitute a 
menace to the state, especially when 
Japanese immigration has effectively 
been checked by an agreement with 
Japan."

Ho is, liowevcr, inclined to 


think that the Japanese, born and 
reared in America will, bv reason of 
then new natural and social environ- 
ment, lose in time much of their orig- 
inal racial type \\lthout the process 
of inter-marriage." 


The open door in China and the 


Japanese blunders in China furnish 
material for chapters as to the ques- 
tions 
Involving Korea, 
the Philip- 


pines, Russia, and the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance. 


Mr. Kawakami writes with a cer- 


tain authority and he writes well. His 
book is a serious contribution to a

From JSSO lo 1901 lie wa.s managing edi- 
tor of the Salt Lake Tribune; thereafter 
lie founded and ran Goodwin's Weekly, 
which is still stumped with his Individ- 
uality. 
Serially for Dial paper he wrote 


"As I Remember Them," recollections of 
the great men of the West, which must 
be consulted by those who would know 
all about our San Francisco pioneers.

To the end of his life he was mentally 
vigorous, and he practically died in har- 
ness.

No one would 


ever have supposed that during all her 
years of marriage and almost to her 
death, she carried a secret romance 
that would only bo told at last in the 
weary disappointment of old ago. 
It 


Js a curious story, and 11 came to light 
In this curious way. 


" 'Hartford, May ID, 'SB. 
" 'My 
Dear 
Howells,— 


Hero's a secret 
A most curious and 


pathetic 
lom.mce, which 
has

come to light 
Read these things, but 


don't mention them. 
Last fall, my 


old mother—then 82—took a notion 
to attend a convention of old settlers 
of the Mississippi Valley In an Iowa 
town. 
My brother's wife was aston- 


ished, 
and represented to her the 


haidshlps and fatigues of such a trip, 
and said my mother might possibly 
not even survive them; and said there 
could be no possible Interest for her 
In such a, meeting and such a crowd. 
But my mother Insisted, and persisted; 
and finally gained her point 
They 


started, and all the way my mother 
was young again with excitement, in- 
terest, eagerness, anticipation 
They 


reached the town and the hotel 
My 


mother stiode with the same eagei- 
ness In her eye and her step, to the 
counter, and eaid: 
" ' "Is Dr. Barrett of St. Louis 


here?" 
'' "No 
He was here, but he re- 


turned to St. Louis this morning."

kuk. Mj mother sat silent and think- 
ing for many days—a thing1 which, 
had never happened before.

(Ky.), eighteen miles away; and he 
used to ride over to see me. This con- 
tinued for some time.

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'Analyzing the 
Greater Grainger 


While Chanes L. Buchanan in the 


following article (for which I am in- 
debted to "Musical America"), makes 
animadversion in which I do not in* 
the least concur, I quote it as one of 
the moat interesting attempts at Inter- 
pretation of the most fascinating per- 
sonality in modern music. 
I would 


suggest to the writer that one of the 
reasons for his bewilderment is his 
failure to realize the straightforward 
naturalness and simplicity of the man. 


"There la no figure in contemporary 


music more picturesque and prolific, 
none so elusive, perplexing, 
incon- 


sistent. 
A raw, 
uncouth 
physique 


glorified by some mysterious kind of 
inner radiance, a delegated spokes- 
man for young lands and new peoples 
harkening truant-wise to 
tho wild 


languages of immemorial legend, a 
pagan Peter Pan practical upon occa- 
sions as any plumber—there you have 
an infinitesimal part of the chronic 
contradictoriness of this kaleidoscopic 
creature. No sooner has he offended 
with 
hia 
brusque, 
unsympathetic 


breaking up and distorting of the 
musical phrase, as In the first move- 
ment of the Grieg Concerto or th« 
second theme of the Delius, then ho 
'will 
overwhelmingly enrapture 
and 


disarm criticism by the perfect legato 
of his octaves In the B Major section 
of the Chopin Ei Minor Etude, He can 
recreate an enthusiasm that he has 
checked 
and 
discouraged 
through 


some blatant, almost ignoble defec- 
tion from a fine standard of values, 
by a perfoimance of the Saint-Saens 
G Minor or the Tschalkovski B Flat 
Concertos that we have not heard 
equaled in a score of years of con- 
cert-going. 
Antithesis 
incarnate, 


Grainger does not present us with, an 
unmistakable, 
clearly defined 
type 


and, however much \\e are indebted 
to him for 
moments 
of a supreme 


enjoyment and reinvigoration, it 
is 


yet interminably difficult to accus- 
tom oneself to'the incongruous con- 
glomeration he represents. 


"In his case pcculi<xiity runs 
so 


IJerilou&ly 
close 
to caricature that, 


• however ardent a worshiper 
of 
hia 


beautiful vigir and acrobatic Ariel- 
esque imipei tincnces one may be, one 
is occasionally dumt'ounded by 
the 


crude and boisterous behavior of his 
esthetic self. 
His activities irnpYess 


one as things perpetually and 
pre- 


cipitantly falling over themselves in 
a kind of headlong scramble. 
Study- 


ing the immense .scores of his 'Nut- 
Shell' or his latest composition, "The 
Warriors,' 
one 
might 
fancy 
that 


Grainger had indiscriminately grab- 
bed up bunches 
of instrumentation 


and hurled them on to the pages, not 
caring where they went or what hap- 
pened to them. 
Somehow one does 


not bracket this apparently hap-haz- 
ard, inordinate, pell-mell productive- 
ness with the dignified, foreordained 
and inevitable progressions of great 
art. 


"It is obvious that under circum- 


stances of so distracting a nature the 
impersonal poise iff our point of view 
may be disturbed and impaired. Such, 
indeed, has been the case. 
Grainger 


is ridiculed, exalted, Ignored or in- 
discriminately gushed over, but he is 
seldom, if ever, subjected to the ab- 
stract scrutiny of an equitable criti- 
cism.

AFFAffi OF SWEDISH 
TRUNK IS REMEMBERED 


It was recalled in official circles 
this afternoon that today's charges 
that the Swedish government . has 
passed German messages as Its own 
are not the first of the kind that have 
been made against Sweden. "The af- 
fair of the Swedish trunk." which was 
believed to have contained 
official 


German documents and which Count 
von Bernstorff feared to send In- his 
own luggage when he -went home, 
created a furore in "Washington's dip- 
lomatic circles at the time. 


When the ship was to carry the 
dismissed German ambassador across 
the Atlantic was about to sail. Minis- 
ter Kkrengreti put a trunk aboard 
that was supposed to contain Swedish 
diplomatic documents. 


The trunk was sent fr6ra Washing- 
ton to New York in the care of a 
Swedish merchant of Ne-pr York City. 
He attempted to have the trunk car- 
ried into the Pullman car, but when 
told that was impossible consented to 
Its being placed in the baggage car. 


Between Washington and New York 


the legation seals on the Swedish 
trunk were broken. '. The railroad 
company said "rough handling" was 
responsible when it called the atten- 
tion of the Swedish consul general In 
New York to the breaking of th% 
seals. The consul general resealed the 
trunk with consular seals and It wag 
placed aboard the Bernstorff steamer. 


When the steamer reached Halifax, 
the British customs office refused to 
pass it, fearing that it contained Ger- 
»"«i documents. 
When he learned 
that the trunk was being held and 
probably would be opened at Halifax, 
Minister Ekengren entered a vigor- 
ous protest at the state department 
and with the British embassy. He 
Insisted that the trunk be sent Intact, 
to Stockholm. 
Ambassador Spring- 
Rice, on Instructions from his gov- 
ernment, said he was unable to grant 
this request He said the trunk would 
be examined In London by the Swed- 
ish diplomatic representative in the 
presence of British officials. Minis- 
ter Elicngrcn agreed under protest 
What actually was in the trunk, the

For science and the education ot 
Oakland's public, a party of hunters 
£luiu uuis oily art> on iheir tv*iy 
Wyoming after a group of elk, which 
when shot, will be placed in the public 
museum. In the party are John Row- 
ley,-director of the museum; Maurice 
G. Losan, local artist: E I De L/avea 
of Orlmdo Park and A. D. Lockwood of 
Berkeley. 
Following successful termination ot 
the hunting tour, the elk will be in- 
stalled in the museum, with a back- 
ground painted by Logan, who is mak- 
ing the trip for purposes of gaining 
first-hand information as to the fol- 
iage and general appearance of the 
animal's habitat From his first de- 
scriptive sketches, he will endeavor 
to copy faithfully the environment of 
the noble animals so that their sur- 
roundings in the local institution 
might be faithful representations of 
the real ones. 


Permission has been gained from 
state of Wyoming officials to take the 
specimens, also from the Fish and 
Game Commission to bring the ani- 
mals into the state. This permit cov- 
ers the full group, males, young males, 
cowa and calves—all of which the 
hunters expect to bring back with 
them. Other specimens not now rep 
resented in the local museum also will 
be taken. 


I^eslie Simson, another collector fo* 
the local institution, left in August for 
a British Columbia tour, where he ex- 
pects to collect several specimens of 
mountain sheep and goats for the mu- 
seum.

Wyoming, 'In 1883, on Promon- 
tory Point, 8550 feet above sea level Its 
lofty eminence was chosen as a special 
mark of esteem for th man who" suc- 
ceeded in bringing the vast mountains 
under .the will of man by his great con- 
structive genius. 


Recently, when a change in the rail- 


road line was made necessary, in order 
to eliminate mileage and cut down, the 
grade, the Ames monument was left 
standing some five miles from the new 
tracks. It is built of a huge pyramid 
of granite, sbrty feet square at the base 
and sixty feet high, and the blocks were 
carried .on 
wagons and 
"snowboata" 
across the enow-topped mountain crest 
to Its new location east of the station 
at Sherman.

. The • insufferable heat has be- . 
come an eight day** rain and 
wind .that has practically corked 
up all flying. We just sit and 
think; or just sit there, or read, 
or write, or Bleep or study French 
a little, but oh! what hard work 
It la to do little things when one 
1* not working right along. 
Yesterday-It cleared up some, 
and promised good flying. Kyle 
and. I walked up to Sevlgny, 
which is about five miles away,, 
where -we found a very nice res* 
taurant. We' had the unusual 
meal of chicken, extremely-g-ood 
bread, a lot of butter (honest!), 
and - honey, and- fried potatoes 
that were not grease-soaked.'

Obtain from your leader the number 
which will designate the lap in the race 
which yon will be expected to run.

Learn which one 
of your teammates yon are supposed to 
relieve and which one will relieve you. 
START FOR PLACES AT 8'45. 
At 8:45 the runners will start for their 
places along the line of the course. The 
first two welghte win walk to their sta- 
tions according to instructions. The boys 
of the 100. 110 and 120 pound classes 
will, upon orders from their leaders, get 
into the truck which win haul them to 
their relay stations. 
By 9 o'clock every boy Is expected to 
be in hte place. After getting to yonr 
relay station, do not wander away. Get 
your lane and keep it. Only a. few min- 
utes will elapse between the time you 
are in > our place and the time when you 
will be banded the baton, and every boy 
must be in his right place. 
RETURN TO DRESSING ROOMS. 
When you are handed the baton by the 
rtmner whom you relieve, do your best to 
deliver it to the boy who relieves you. 
Upon giving up the baton, do not stop 
Immediately, but run along with your 
teammate for seven or eight yards. The 
other fellow is allowed a running start, 
but is not allowed to cross the relay mark 
before you do.

flour forms the' chief element entering into the 
main articles of food consumption, seldom realize 
that rice is the basis of the food of at least 60 per 
cent of the population of the entire world. 
•• Rice is consumed by air peoples in varying pro- 
portions, but to the Oriental it is what meat and 
bread combined are to the Caucasian.

"'Fourth—THe government will edu- 
cate ;the, disabled' man for a new trade 
or occupation .if his injuries are of 
such a character that he can -not .re- 
sume the trade or occupation 'In which 
he :was -engaged at the outbreak of 
the war.

Fifth—In.addition to these benefits, 


the government will give to each of 
the officers .and enlisted men of the 
army and navy the righ't to buy from 
the government $1000 to $10,000 .of 
life insurance at a rate based-upon 
the American experience -table of mor- 
tality in peace .times, which rate, ac- 
cording to actuaries, will average 
about $S per annum for each $1,000 
of Insurance. This means that Insur- 
ance is brought .within the reach of 
every private soldier in the ranks, and 
that he is given the opportunity of 
making additional provision for' his 
loved ones by insuring his own life 
and thus supplementing, in case of 
his death, the compensation the gov- 
ernment pays to his dependents. To 
illustrate: A private soldier receives 
in the foreign service $33 per month, 
or $396 per annum. "Under the law 
he would contribute one-half of this 
amount, or $189' per annum, to the 
support of his family. He could take 
out $10,000 Insurance, at a cost of $80 
per annum,-to be payable to his-fam- 
ily in annual installments covering a 
period of years. The -soldier would 
have left $118 p«r year.'or almost $10 
per month—more :"thah enough for 
his ordinary needs .while he is on the 
battle front 'or in the training camps. 


Why Is this insurance not only Just, 


but Important? Because the amount 
the government will pay to the sol- 
dier's dependents in case of death, 
however generous It may be, may be 
wholly inadequate to'sustain the sol- 
dier's family in the position in life to 
whic.Ji they are accustomed, or to 
give taem the advantages they ought 
to have. 


Take the case of a man killed in 


battle, leaving a wife and four chil- 
dren: The government will pay his 
widow $60 monthly, or a total of $720 
per annum.

«s Applied to the Successful Marketing 
of Real Estate." The eubject of Wednes- 
day evening was "Need of a 
Selling 


Talk," in which the necessity of having 
a fundamental and fixed talk was im- 
pressed upon 150 realty men. - 


Dr. Law eaid in part: 


A selling talk must be a part of the 


salesman, ti must be a masterpiece, 
memorized in every essential, with 
somewhat of a liquid formation, mak- 
ing It possible to cause It to conform 
to each Individual- case. The talk 
.must be permeated .with imagination 


of a conservative type, as Imagination 
Is always more pleasing and beckon-. 
•Ing than the actual reality. An archi- 
tect sees the building he may be de- 
signing in every detail. The sales- 
man . should see

proposition

such detail, and then he tm?«t be abl* 
to convey hto picture to.the prospec- 
tive purchaser. Successful, salesmen

Failure to sell cannot be charged to 


outside Influences. If a sale fails it 
must-be charged to the salesman— 


. be Is to blame. If the prospect failed 
to understand the proposition or 
lacked sufficient capital to swing the 
deal the fault remains with the seller. 
The real salesman makes his pros- 
pect* understand—he conveys the pic- 


ture; and If lack of money hampers, 
he goes out and borrows for his client.
